This Year's Emigration. 


Advices from the East foreshadow an 
unusually large emigration to the Terri- 


tories the coming spring. Many large 


companies, already organized, are com 
posed wholly of discharged soldiers and 
their families, who, after the turmoil and 
excitement of war, are coming to seek 
a home in the more peaceful west. The 
war bas made our people more enter- 
‘prising, if possible, than ever before. 
Men who left the plow, the anvil, the 
‘workshop and the counter, and rushed 
to the defense of their country in her 
hour.of peril, have caught the restless 
spirit of the age, and can no longer be 
satisfied with their former condition and 
theater ef action. Besides, the rongh 
life of the eamp and the unavoidable 
exposure incideat te an active campaign 
in the field, has peculiarly fitted them 
for pioneers of civilization in these west- 
ern wilds. 

The dicipline of the army has neither 
injured nor its influenee demeralized 
them. By meeting danger face to face— 
and fighting it out—they have gained 
manliness and cewrage, and, thanks to 
the philanthropy and christianity of our 
nation, no man. lias, per force, become 
worse, moraNy or intellectually by bis 
in the army. 

Those noble adjuncts of our armies, 
the Sanitary and the Christian Commis- 
sions, have made Religion and Benevo- 
lence the band-maidens of war. In every 
hospital, on every battle-field, by the 
conch of the dying and at tbe post of 
ibe Jiving, tbeir emmissaries have scat- 
tered comforts and blessings. No man 
can come witbin the circle of their uni- 
ted influences and not be benefitted 


thereby. Was, through their agencies, | 


is shorn of half its horrors. To-day 
there is more virtue in the camp than in 
the metropolis. Songs of praise and 
thanksgiving go up from every field of 
battle. The decay of seligion and mo- 
rality, which usually follows a long pro- 
tracted war, cannot result from this. 
The army carries intelligence and tem- 
perance along with it, and those who 
retura from an bonorable service ought 
to be, and will be, better men and bet- 
ter citizens than they were before. 
Therefore we congratulate Utah and 
the adjoining Territories upon the com- 


ing emigration. It is composed not of 


the scum and dregs of European society 
—not of those. who, reared under the 
despotie governments of the old world, 


_ have never dared te think, much less to 


act for themselves, but “men * * who 
know their rights aad, knewiog, dare 
maintuin.” . 

We hope and trust that Utah will re- 
ceive a due proportion of this year’s 
emigration. All sbe needs is a popula- 
tion alive to the riches with which nu- 
ture has endowed her. She needs men 
who wil not wait to be waked up, but 
who will “wake up themselves ;” men 
who fear God rather than man. and love 
the commonwealth more than they fear 
the denunciations cf the “Church.” 
Then, and not ’till then, may we expect 


to see the esergies, enlightenment and } 


manliness of American civilization dif- 
jusing itselHt among theee bills and val- 
leys,and, by the attrition of independent 
thonght and intelligent action, arousing 
tbe dormant wzics of a peeple who, 
living on Ameri¢an soil and claiming: 
the protection of %s flag. bave yet to 
learn what its freedom is. |
